husband to this city, where she lias since 
resided. 


Though sister Mooro was a very quiet 


and unobtrusive woman, yet her twenty 
yoais' residence in this city gavo an op- 
portunity to become acquainted with 
the traits in her character right well.— 
Those who knew her best appreciated 
most highly her moral excellence. As a 
daughter her loving devotion to her pa- 
rents lias been spoken to her piaise by 
all hoi friends and acquaintances. As a 
wife she was thoughtful, true and affec- 
tionate, as a. mother, tender and coufl- 
;ling, as a sister gentle and loving; as a 
neighbor kind and obliging; as a Chris- 
inn, intelligent and consistent. 
Her 


eaily religious culture was in the Pro- 
.ostant Epibcopal Chinch, of which her 
parents were members. At the ago of 
sixteen she was confirmed a member of 
that church by Bishop Potter, in th« 
city of Philadelphia. In tho year 1855 
she transfened her membership to the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, in which 
ner husband was a member, in which 
liurch she was a devoted and. 'consistent 
member until death 


I do not say that sister Mooio was 


without any human infirmities, but 1 do 
say that her self-sacrificing spiiit, her 
unwoaried zoal in labeling to be a bless- 
ing to others, her unswerving fidelity in 
all the relations she sustained in life are 
a priceless heritage to her friends and to 
the church, and are well worthy of im- 
itation 
Voiy incomplete would a 


sketch of her life bo without refcionco 
to tho many lessons fhe iccoived in the 
school of suffering 
Possessing a very 


sympathetic natuie, she suffered (keenly 
tho tiials and sorrows thiough which 
she passed. Not long after coming to 
his city the angel of death came to her 
:iome, and Walter, her first-bom, a bcau- 
;iful babo she had tended for nine 
mouths, she was called to follow to tho 
grave. Nino yeais ago in tho house lo- 
cated where this church now stands, hei 
sister, Mis. Prather, died. Soon alter- 
ward her mother, after a lingering ill- 
ness, was removed fiom her by death. 
In a little more than a yoai afterwaid, 
liei father was taken away. 


Three years ago, while she was pros- 


tiatcd upon a bed of atlliction, her hus- 
band received the bodily injury which 
gioatly increased her Bulloring. Then, 
in a few months came'ono of the sever- 
est strokes of all her life, as she saw 
Blanche, tho youngest child, a blight, 
beautiful, promising and loving girl of 
eleven summers, after a proti acted ill- 
ness, closo her sufferings in death 


But Sister Moore's sufferings are at an 


end now, and she has gone to learn more 
fully than she could here, the meaning 
of the apostle's declaration— "But I 
reckon that tho sufferings of this life 
are uqt woituy to be compared witli the 
glory thtt shall bo revealed in us." 


Her last allliclion was protracted, last- 


ing nearly three months, but it was pa- 
ticntly^enduied. I visited her often and 
conversed with her as she had strength. 
Her religious experience was compre- 
hended in those words 
Trusting in 


Christ. On Sunday morning, June 25th, 
I administered to her the saciament of 
the Lord's supper, as the members of 
the family, with a few friends, bowed 
around her bed and partook of the ele- 
ments, she gave evidence that it was on 
occasion of deep religious interest to 
her own soul, and when we arose from 
our knees she requested singing, and 
when asked if she had any selection, 
she said, sing "Horn* of The Soul."— 
And while we sang those beautiful vers- 
os, and that other beoutiful vorse, com- 
mencing, 


"Juot as I am, without one plea," 


Wo all felt that her room was a heaven- 
ly place in Christ Jesus 


I was at her bedside in her last mo- 


ments, and it was a great comfort to all 
tha friends wl;en the moment came that 
the mysterious'chords uniting soul and 
body were separated, there was not a 
struggle nor a groan.
